No. 1 5-2 7/66-LO/.— Poultry industry in India has made 
rapid progress in recent years. Comprehensive poultry deve- 
lopment projects have been undertaken both by the Central 
and State Governments under the national Five Year Plans.

No. 13-PG(66)/66. — The Government of India have re- 
ceived the Administration Report of the Port of Madras for 
the Year 1965-66, The following are the noteworthy features 
in the Report : — 

1. FINANCIAL POSITION 

The actual net revenue receipts of the Port Trust for the 
year under review amounted to Rs. 538.64 lakhs as against 
Rs. 444.77 lakhs In the previous sear. 

The net expenditure for the year, including debt charges 
amounted to Rs. 436.20 lakhs as against Rs. 376.85 lakhs 
during the previous year. The increase in expenditure was 
mainly under Dock Establishment and Railway Department, 

During the year under review, the Port Trust contributed 
a sum of Rs. 20 lakhs to its Capital Account, Rs. 37.74 lakhs 
to the Renewals and Replacements Fund and Rs. 1 lakh to 
the General Insurance Fund. 

The receipts and expenditure of the Pilotage Fund 
amounted to Rs. 10.60 lakhs and Rs. 11.98 lakhs respectively. 
The expenditure included a contribution of Rs. 3 lakhs to 
the Revenue Account, Excluding this contribution of 
Rs. 3 lakhs, the result of working showed a surplus of 
Rs. 1.62 lakhs. The closing balance in the account at the 
end of 1965-66 was Rs. 1,71 lakhs. 

The balances in the various Reserve Funds at the end of 
the year amounted to Rs. 3.16 crores. Besides, there was 
a closing balance of R$. 102,26 lakhs in the Revenue and 

Pilotage Account. 

Outstanding Loans 

(i) The total amountof loan due to the Government of 
India as outstanding at the end of the year under review 
was Rs. 5.34 crores. 

(ii) A sum of Rs. 33.43 lakhs was drawn from the Inter- 
national Bank for Reconstruction and Development during 
the year, bringing the total amount of the loan drawn upto 
the 3 1st March, 1966, to Rs. 4 77 crores. 

2. TRAFFIC 

There was a general increase in the volume of trade pass- 
ing through the port during tbo year. The figures of dead 
weight tonnage of imports and exports which passed through 
the port during the year were 3,298,879 and 1,572,713 res- 
pectively. The corresponding figures for the previous year 
were 2,992,865 tonnes (Imports) and 1,405,283 tonnes 
(Exports). The increase in imports was due to a sharp rise 
in the import of foodgrains, chemical manures and phos- 
phates, Imports of machinery, iron and steel and other 
Metals also showed an appreciable increase. The Increese 
was partially off-set by the decline in Import of coal. Exports 
during the year showed a rise, on account of considerable 
increase In the export of iron ore, bunkers and molasses. 
This was partially off-set bv a sharp decline in the export of 
manganese ore. 


The total volume of coastal trade for the year 1965-66 
was 1,175,833 tonnes as against 1,197,141 tonnes in the pre- 
vious year. Foreign trade rose from 3,201,007 tonnes in 
1964-65 to 3,695,759 tonnes in 1965-66. 

The Port Trust Railway handled a traffic of 2,831,530 
tonnes as against 2.516,055 tonnes last year. 

3. SHIPPING 

The number of ships, excluding sailing vessels, that entered 
the port during the year was 1406 as against 1343 in the 
previous year. The net tonnage was 5,776,616 as against 
5,463,647 during the previous year. 

During the year under review 1,07,941 passengers used the 
port as against 94,181 passengers in the previous year. 

4. LABOUR 

The labour situation during the year was satisfactory, 
Labour Welfare measures continued to receive special atten- 
tion. 

5 WORKS 

(i) The teconstructiou of South Qu»y-1 wai nearing 
completion. 

(ii) The work of construction of a double storeyed 
Transit shed at South Quay-1 was nearing comple- 
tion, 

(iii) Work on remodelling the Boat Basin was nearing 
completion. 

(iv) The work of installing 17 new and replacing 2 
cranes at the Wet Dock and West Quay was com- 
pleted in January 1966 . 

(v) The work on the Bascule Bridge for Boat Basin was 
completed. 

(vi) Construction of Transit shed and offices at Centre 
Berth, West Quay was completed. 

(vii) Tile work of laying a separate 21" main from 
Kilpauk Shaft to the Port was completed in July, 
1965. 

( viii 3 The work regarding construction of New Work- 
shops at marshalling yard was taken in hand and 
was in progress. 

(ix) Construction of 276 units of type II and 132 units 
of type I staff quarters was in progress. 

6. MISCELLANEOUS 

(i) An incentive scheme was introduced to improve the 
output of locos with effect from 1-4-65 on a trial basis. 

(ii) A prize scheme for improvement of discharge from 
foodgrain vessels effective from 1-5-65 to certain categories 
of employees was introduced. 

(iii) The Board implemented the revised rates of Dearness 
Allowance with effect from 1-3-1965 and 1-12-1965 and 
House Rent Allowance with effect from 1-7-1965, respectively 
to the Trust’s employees as applicable to the Central Govern- 
ment Employees. 

(iv ) An interim Relief of Rs. 7.80 per mensem based on 
the award of the Wage Board for Port and Dock Worker* 
was also granted to all Class ITI and IV employees with 
effect from 1-2-1965.
